vide decent school and equipment 
because those people would oppose 
his re-election. 
“The 
greater the 
need for rigorous action,” says the 
report, “the more dangerous it is for 
the county superintendent to do his 
duty.” 
Supervision Inadequate 
The report points out that the su­ 
pervision of schools by county su­ 
perintendents 
is 
hopelessly inade 
quate, that the unrestricted power to 
i certificate teachers, held by the coun 
ty superintendent is a source of great 
weakness, that the salaries are in­ 
sufficient, that the enforcement of 
! the truancy law is not effective, a 
systematic use is not made of rec­ 
ords in supervising schools, attend­ 
ance and teachers. 
Superintendent Cary in his last re­ 
port said: 
“There is no adequate supervision 
of these schools. As a rule the coun- 
i ty superintendents find it impossible 
to visit the schools more than once 
a year and then for a brief time. 
Many of these visits come toward the 
end of the school year. The teacher is
